After Bye-Unv 92, the following Bye-law 92A shall be 
added, namely :• — 

“92A. (i) No Ring Member of the Association 
shall trade in Hedge Contracts in Raw Jute and 
Jute Goods either on his own account or on account 
of any other member with a person who is not re- 
gistered with the Association in accordance with the 
procedure laid down by the Board with the prior 
concurrence of the Forward Markets Commission, 
(ii) A person who is registered with the Association 
as in (i) above shall be liable to be fined and to 
cancellation of his registration for any breach of 
the conditions of registration on his part. * 

(hi) The outstanding business of a person whose 
registration is cancelled or of a person who did not 
seek registration shall be closed in accordance 
with the terms of closure fixed by the Board or the 
Clearing House Committee if so authorised by the 
Board, and the difference accruing thereby shall be 
receivable or payable, as the case may be, within 
3 working days from the date of intimation of clos- 
ure of such contracts.”

In Byc-law 15(b) of Chapter DC, the following pro- 
viso shall be added at the end, namely : — 

"Provided further that buyers and sellers shall each 
pay 50% of the cost of arbitration if the claims in 
respect of quality and/or excessive moisture as 
offered by sellers to buyers in the course of negotia- 
tions for amicable settlement be the same or upto 
10% higher or lower than the claims awarded by 
the Tribunal of Arbitration. If, however, the 
claims awarded hy the Tribunal of Arbitration be 
lower than the offer made by the sellers minus 10% 
thereof the buyers shall pay the entire cost of arbi- 
tration. If, however, the claims awarded by the 
Tribunal of Arbitration be higher than the offer 
made by the sellers plus 10% thereof, the sellers 
shall pay the entire cost of arbitration. 

Provided, however, that in case of claims in respect 
of high grade jute, namely, Tops in Kutcha Bale 
Form and Reds, Mill Firsts, and Short Group Daisee 
and Tossa in Pucca Bale Form, if the claim awarded 
by the Tribunal of Arbitration be higher than 25% 
of the difference between the grade contracted for 
and the next lower grade as decided by the Tribunal 
of Arbitration, the entire cost of arbitration shall be 
paid by sellers."
